The paper is colled The 
Stockholm Nyheter (News). It is thor- 
oughly radical politically, and adrooatss 

incesMHntly the ahrojcation of tbs BUMIr 
archy and the state cliurch. 

It wa« only three years ago that the 
publisher got what was, according to the 
view of many, a mad idea of printing a 
paper for the subscription price of one 
cere or tiiree crowns per jrear. It would 
be impf)R(»ible to get any lower. A little 
over ;t.(iO0 suhscriptiona came in on the 
start. Hut without advertisements it 
was printed at a loss. The "ads" did 
nofflow in like the subscriptions. Well, 
the oere system was again set in motion 
in anothw direction. After the paper 
bad been going for three months it com- 
inence<l to have a widespread circulation 
and more coniprehensiTa than any other 
Stocki'hn daily. 

At tbe beginning of the publication 
there were about 100 newsboys: now 
there are over 860 little fellows who reap 
the faithiugs. The publisher receives 
one oere from the newsboys, and they in 
turn sell them for two cere, the cheapest 
price ever paid for a new8pap«"r in this 
country. The daily sale of this paiier on 
tbe atreeta and outside is about 18,000 
( opiea. The subscription list has grown to 
12,000, making the total 80.000 and over. 
Now the advertisement patronage has 
also become profitable.— Stockholm CoT. 
Minneapolis Journal. 

Killed by a Bicycle. 

An inquest was held at Bonghton, 
near Favershsm, concerning the death of 
a man, name unknown, aged about 50 
years. One morning a cyclist, who.se 
identity has not been discovered, in de- 
sc'cndiiif^ Beacon hill, knocked down tbe 
deceaiMid and fractured his skull. The 
cyclist gave tbe man half » crown and 
proceeded, leaving no name or address. 
The deceased walked for three miles and 
then dii'd liy tin- roadside. It was stated 
that tlio cyclist descended the bill rai)id- 
ly, ringing his hell, and that the dec-as- 
ed was iu the center of the road, leaving 
room for the cyclist to pass. The jury 
returned a verdict of accidental death 
and exonerated the rider of the bicycle 
from blame. The coroner intimated th:it 
in cases wliere hicyclists lost control of 
thi'ir Iliac lii;ie^. as tlii y ocrasioiially did 
when des( i iiiiiiig with their feet up, he 
should u<lvise t verdict of manidanghter.

India'* Railnuy Tunnel. 

All article in The Allahaliad Pioneer 
giv' - some intirc-i ing particulars eon- 
ccrning tlm tunnel that has just liei ii 
completed through the Khoj.ik, on t'.ie 
railroad from (juetta to Candaltar. The 
Khojak pass is 7,600 feet above the aea 
and about ".'.'"K) feet above the level of 
the surrounding country. The tunnel 
jiierces the raii'-,"' al rl,;lit angles, and it 
course is tlli lefore due east and west, 
and it enters the hill about l.OllO feet be- 
low tbe crest of the pass. The length of 
the timnel ia 18,600 feet, or two and a 
half miles approximately <tnd it will 
carry a dotiblellne of rails. For the first 
half the tiotir itscends about! in l.OOD, 
and for the second half of the journey it 
descends at an incline of 1 in 40. There 
are two main shafts, one 818 feet and 
the other 290 feet deep, which were sunk 
in order to fouilitata tlia oonstniction of 
tbe tnnnel. 

Tlie chief obstacle to ivogrees arose 
from the flooding of the tunnel at more 
than one point. A large siiring was l ut, 
and the water flooded the shaft on the 



Candaharside t-»the depth of IW) leet. 
It took ten weeks to imiiipout the water, 
and in tbe western heading as much as 
500 gaUons a minute were constantly 
rushing ont of tbe west mouth. In ord(>r 
to overcome this difflnilty a side cutting 
ha"! to b,- made. The magnitude of the 
work is i< stifled to by the banks of shale 
and ro( k at the months of the tunnel 
and at tbe pitheads, which are said to be 
quite altering tbe landscai>e in places. 
One curlox::. discovery mode during tbe 
progrofw of the work, as the resr It of an 
inveslig.itioii info the cause of certain 
iiiysl-rioH, e.xplo.-ions, was that it was 
j.roved tint ••(d-.iihustio"ii had ari.sen in- 
side a ca^'e of hlastin < [^i l.;tine."

Neiira!ui;.s of all kinds, 
wherever I., at-'d. are generally dispelled 
by its use in about half an hour at the 
out.side. Fretinently the pain does not 
return, and the cure is permanent, but 
soiueti:nen there m,ay be a relapse and 
fc.rther d;ise> are necessary. F.xalgine, 
ii.jn-ever, has been eii,:.;aging tlie atten- 
tion of Dr. Bardet and I).. Dujardin- 
B auiii.'tz. two French physicians who 
biivo been making an investigation into 
the therapeutic qualities of this sub- 
stance. While they agree as to the m-- 
;i. 'ryof tlie d:;i^ in destroying ptiin. the 
({("■tors ,ir,' eq ially unanimous in their 
ipiiiiiin as to the danger of its use. Tlie 
new juin uii'ier is a powerful poison tis 
wU as a s-'d:itive. and its jiction all'ects 
llie brain, giving rise to violent convul- 
sions li^:e those of epilepsy. The moral 
of tbe .indiiigs of MM. Bardet and Du- 
jardin-BeaUiUetz is that it is Ix'tter to 
e;i(V,i ; iin than to resort to the use ol 
so dau, jruuti a drug to uesuage it. — Jour- 
nal of Health. 



A Ni « <'1iick for Race Course*. 

R. M. Johnson, sheriff of Keokuk 
county, la., has invented and patented a 

horse timer which he Itelieves will be- 
come very iHiiiiilar on ra<"e courses. The 
dial is about three feet in diameter, and 
its divisions and subdivisions are marked 
with snAcient distinctueaa to be aeen 
from any ^wrt of tbs ordinary grand 
stand. 

The markings divide the circumfer- 
ence of the dial into miimtes, seconds, 

half seconds, ipiarter 8e<'onds, eighth sec- 
onds and sixte<-nth seconds. Tbe hands 
may be stopi)ed or Btarte«l instantane- 
ously by touching a button ut the back 
of ue case. The minute hand makes 
one revolution in twelve minute, an if' 
tbe second hand makes a revolution in 
one Jiiinute. Both may be turned to the 
starting {Niint instantly and cuiiily. The 
escaiH-ment is a half SSOOOd beat.— Jew 
elers' Weekly.

Every searastreH, whether she wants No. .30 
or 60 or 190 thread, knows from the number 
just what siae the thread will be and what 
kind of sewing it can be used for; but how 
the numbers come to be Just what tbey are 
and just what they mean not one person iu 
l,0<X)know>, yet it is a \ ei y simple matter to 
explain, providinn you only know the p<Mnts 
and how to elucidate them. When H40 yards 
of yarn wei;;h 7,000 grains, a ix>uiid of cot- 
tun, the thread makers mark it No. 1. If 
1,«')'SU yards weigh a pound, it is marked as 
No. a. For No, 60 yarn it would take ."jtJ 
multiplied by 840 to weigh a jiouikI. This is 
the whole explanation of the yard measure- 
ment as used by the s|h>oI cotton manufac- 
turers. The early manufacture<l thread whs 
of three insteailof six cord, tbe numl>er lieinx 
derived inim tbe number of yards to the 
pound, just as it is Vwlay. No. CiO yarn made 
No. fiO thread, thouj;li in point of fact tlit 
actual calitier of No. t'lO thread would equal 
No. 20 yarn, Ijeing made of three No. 'JU 
strands twisted together.— St. Louis Repub 
lie.
